Report of School Board 


We respectfully submit the following report : 


SAM. J. CLAY, ) 
FLORA B. DEARBORN, ; School Board. 
FLORENCE E. SMITH. J 


We maintained twelve weeks of schooling in eleven 
divisions the Spring term, and ten weeks ef schooling in 
nine divisions for the Fall term. ‘There were plenty of 
funds for a longer term, but owing to many parents prefer- 
ing the Help of their children to their education, we deemed 
it expedient for a shorter Fall term. 

As there were but three scholars in District No. 16, 
they were provided for out of town rather than maintain a 
school for their benefit at home. 

Resident teachers were employed as far as possible, it 
being the first experience of many in this line, who exhib- 
ited ability, and we believe, faithful and conscientious 
discharge of duty on the part of the teachers as a whole 
has been their greatest desire. 

The non-attendance was better the past year, but not 
very satisfactory as yet. The Board as well as teachers 
have tried persuasion and moral suasion, still there is a 
spirit of insubordination in some cases. At times the 
school rooms are in excellent order and on such days such 
a calm was never more delightful ; then again all the un- 
governableness of undisciplined young America causes a 
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regular hurricane. Is there any cause for this state of 
affairs? We should all try and have our children sustain 
the governinent of the school. 


There is not sufficient painstaking on the part of par- 
ents to visit the schools, and thus learn for themselves 
what is trying to be done there. Your parents and guar- 
dians may put it down as a fact that if your children and 
wards have not learned it was not the fault of their 
teachers. We believe the best results are obtained only 
when the home influence fortifies that of the teacher in 
sustaining strict discipline. Wiull you not interfere as 
parents to prevent the worst of all appearances, a demoral- 
ized school room caused by absenteism or tardiness. 


One of the. most important things before the town 
should be to elect the best person or persons to serve on the 
School Board, who have plenty of time for the discharge 
of their duty and courage to do right. By that, we mean 
the person who loves the work, and is willing to work for 
the interest of the town as well as for the good of the chil- 
dren who attend our public schools. 


We deemed it our best judgment to adopt the best 
books obtainable, and after consulting with an out of town 
Superintendent of Schools decided to adopt Mary. Hy- 
dis’ two book Grammar the spring term, and in the fall term 
decided to purchase and exchange all our old Readers for 
‘“The first three grade Educational Readers,’’ and for the 
advanced grade ‘‘Geographical Readers.’’ Still we were 
not infallable judges. 


The schoolhouse in Union District No. 9 being badly 
out of repair, we shingled one side of the building and tiie 
Meredith School Board have voted to shingle the other 
half.
